On the fifth day of November, 1772, the fol- 
lowing persons, viz : Captain Thomas Jones, 
William Wyer, Benjamin Rogers, Samuel New- 
hall, Michael Hodge, and Edward Wigglesworth, 
met together at the house of Captain Benjamin 
Rogers in Newburyport, and there agreed to form 
themselves into a society by the name of the Ma- 
rine Society, in Newburyport, New Eng- 
land, and agreed to deposite into the hands of 
Capt. Michael Hodge one guinea, of the value of 
twenty-eight shillings each person, for the com- 
mencing a fund for charitable purposes to the 
unfortunate of Che Society ; which was effected 
and the money deposited by all the persons pres- 
ent and by Capt. William Friend who was to 
have been one of the Company, but indisposition 
prevented his attending, it was agreed to open a 
subscription paper and to offer it to any respecta- 
ble persons who were, or had been, masters of 
vessels, upon the same condition of paying in one 
guinea for the purpose of increasing the funds, 
and agreeing to form themselves into a Society, 
to be called as aforesaid, and agreeing to observe 
and comply with all rules and regulations which 
may be necessary to adopt for the well ordering 
and regulating of the said Society. . ,

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BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

liEINE SOCIUTT OF NEVBDSTPOBT, 

with the amendmento and additions as revised by Committee, to 
IToTember, 1846. 

At a meeting of the Marine Socie- 
ty of Ne wburyport, in Massachusetts, 
held at Newbuiyport, in the County 
of Essex, on the tenth day of Decem- 
ber, A. D, 1829, by adjournment from 
the last Thursday in November last, 
agreeably to the powers vested in 
said Society, by their charter of incor- 
poration, have taken into considera- 
tion their several By-laws heretofore 
made, and being aware of the inutiUty 
and inexpediency of some of thenii 
and deficiency of others, appointed 
and empowered a Committee to 
make a general revision of them with 
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a view to render them more simple, 
compendious and efficacious ; which 
Committee having made their Report, 
the Society enacted the following 
Laws, singly: 

Article 1. It is enacted and or- 
dered, That on the last Thursday in 
November in each and every yeiEq: 
forever, the Society shall meet for the 
purposes: of choosing by written vote, 
a President, Vice President, Treasurer 
and Secretary, who shall, if present, 
be immediately inducted info office ; 
but if not present^ the duties dhall 
contintie to be executed by the offi- 
cers of the last year; and in case of 
their absence by others to be elected 
pro tern.— After such installation of the 
officers, the Society shall proceed to 
the regular annual business of admis- 
sion of members, choodng the Cona- 
mittee of Finan<ie and Charity, and at- 
tending to my other busings which 
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may regularly come before them, ad- 
journing to some short day to hear and 
act on the reports of ther committees 
and to complete all unfinished annual 
and important business; 

Art. 2L That at aH nxeetings of the 
Society, the President, if present, shall 
preside ; in his absence the Vice Pre9i- 
dent s^all preside ; if both are absetft 
the Treasurer shall preside ; and in case 
of his absence the oldest member pres- 
ent dhall prieside : And a meeting of 
the Society shall be held at Newbury-
